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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The drawings are objected to because fig. 3 has in the section with labels 56A- 
560, 56 A is mislabeled "5 8 A". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 . 1 2 1 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed 
firom the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of 
the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show 
the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any 
portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action.

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: in section 
[0028] "54A-54D" should be "56A-56D". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 1, 7-10, 11, 15, 16 rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Vogeley et al (5612736). For claims 1,11, 16, Vogeley et al disclose in fig. 4, a 
display device that uses a digital micromirror device (DMD) 30 in conjunction with a 
source 18 that is color modulated by means 20. In col. 5, lines 47-57 it is stated that the 
modulation performed by the pixilated DMD is in coordination with the color modulator 
means 20. The first and transverse directions and the raster aspect is only mentioned in 
claims 3 and 7. The applicant's claims call for the use of a MEMS device which is not 
necessarily shown by Vogeley et al, but the DMD used would be considered by one 
skilled in the art as an equivalent type of device that one could substitute and accomplish 
the same fimction. The size of the raster scan region or the use of a specific MEMS type 
is a design choice that one skilled in the art would make depending on the size or cost of 
the system. 

5. Claims 2-7, 12-14, 17-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: In the claimed invention the use of plural modulated light sources is not shown or 

suggested by the prior art. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Werner discloses in a similar system a two axis micro mirror raster 
scanner.
